The above words are taken from 
Eph. 4:13. They do not express a 
complete thought by themselves, but 
with the rest of the verse they set a 
goal for us to reach. This goal is the 
unity of the faith. 

While these words were written to 
the church at Ephesus, I am sure that 
they would apply to us today, for it 
is evidently that we are far from the 
unity of the faith, and it is now time 
that we were thinking of some plan 
to get us to that place. Not only 
should we work for this thing, but 
find out the line we are to work on 
until we come to that place. 

I have, many times in my life, 
thought of things tnat I would like 
to do and was not able, but I did not 
forget it because. I was unable. I 
would find something else to do until 
I was able to do that which Was my 
highest aim. I am sure that there is 
something that we can work on till 
we all come to the unity of the faith 
that will hasten its appearance. 

We may opett our eyes and behold 
a vast multitude of holiness people, 
and them divided into many sects and 
factions, preaching ever so many dif- 
ferent doctrines. It is a fact that 
they are not in the unity of the faith, 
yet they all profess the same experi- 
ence. Can it be said that they are all 
lost who do not, at present, see one 
certain way? I am sure there is no 
Bible scholar who would say so. Then 
there are people who are divided in 
the faith or belief and yet they are 
children of God. 

We are told by Paul in Eph. 4:1-3, 
to “Walk worthy of the vocation 
wherewith ye are called, with all 
lowliness and meekness, with long- 
suffering, forbearing one another, in 
love; endeavoring to keep the unity 
of the Spirit in the bond of peace.” 
This Seripture proves that the saints 
at Ephesus had the unity of the Spir- 
it, else they would not have been ex- 
horted to keep it. Our text, however 
shows that they had not attained to 
the unity of the faith. 

There are some today that would 
unchristianize all who do not see 
just as they do in every respect. This 
is surely a mistake, as all who have 
been born again are the children of 
God. Paul plainly teaches us that he 
who is joined to the Lord is one spir- 
it. It is the same Spirit of God that 
brings conviction to the sinner’s 
heart. It is the same Spirit that 
brings about the remission of sins, 
and then it is the same Spirit that 
applies the blood to the heart and 
sanctifies. It is also this same Spirit 
that moves into the heart when we 
are baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
What more can be said? Does God 
have many different brands of relig- 
ion to offer to the people? God for- 
bid. He has one plan of salvation 
for all, and if you have salvation it is 
the same kind that I have. Some may 
be farther advanced than others, but 
all are to walk in the light and en- 
deavor to keep the unity of the Spir- 
it, till we all come to the unity of the 
faith. 


It is not hard to understand why 
those organizations which have denied 
sanctification and the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, are devided for they 
have rejected an experience. It is 
hard for some to understand why it 
is that many who have the baptism 
of the Spirit are divided. This proves 
clearly to my mind that it is not ex- 
perience, which has divided the Pen- 
tecostal people, but it is doctrine, or 
belief. I do not wish to justify people 
in being divided on doctrine, but I am 
sure if we can keep together in spirit 
it will be easier for us to come to 
the unity of the faith. 


I have listened to.the cry of differ- 
ent Pentcostal organizations and_ it 
seems to be unity. Many spirit filled 
pagple are praying to that’ end and I 
am of the belief that God is going to 
answer their prayer. It may not 
come in the way that some expect, or 
in the place that some are looking for 
tt, but it is sure to come. Some are 
going the wrong direction for unity 
but it is possible they will see their 
error and return. 

Paul stated that a great factor in 
bringing the unity of the faith (and 
that which was God’s plan) was by 
giving some, apostles; and some, 
prophets; and some evangelists; and 
some, pastors and teachers. Eph. 4:11. 
In other words the ministry is given 
to bring unity. If we judge from this 
Scripture, there are some ministers 
whom God is having nothing to do 
with. Some of these claim they are 
starting up something that will bring 
God’s people together, but I trust that 
all can see that they are only making 
more division rather than bringing 
unity. God’s ministers are to gather 
the flock and those just mentioned 
are using their time and. talent to 
bring division. 


In Phil. 1:27 we read these words, 
“Stand fast in one spirit, with one 
mind striving together for the faith of 
the gospel.” Here the author ac- 
knowledges the fact that the people 
are together in spirit, and exhorts 
them to continue in that _channel. 
Nevertheless, there was something else 
he was admonishing them to strive for, 
and that was the faith of the gospel. 
They did not*have a complete knowl- 
edge of the doctrine. If they had he 
would not have told them to strive for 
it. Now, this is the secret, striving 
together. If your brother does not 
believe just like you do, don’t un- 
christianize him but strive together 
to see it alike. Some will say that 
they like opposition, that iseall right, 
but let the world oppose us, and let 
us stay together and stand by one 
another in our experiences that God 
has given us, and strive to agree on 
doctrine.

I will call your attention te Psa; 
133:1, “Behold, how good and how 
pleasant it is for brethrén to dwell 
together in unity!” This State of af- 
fairs certainly did exist at that time; 
that is, there were some who were 
dwelling together in-unit¥. If there 
had not been, the Psalmist would not 
have used the word, ld, which 
means to view or look at. I fancy 
I can see some of those people who 
once worshipped at the temple, but 
now they are gathering under the 
green trees to worship. No doubt, 
that some of them became impatient: 
and left the temple because things 
did not go their way, and started 
something of their own, but look 
again at the temple. A large number 
have refused to leave the place where 
God put His name, and when those 
who had caused division had left, per- 
fect peace and unity prevailed. David 
then invites thé people to behold the 
beautiful sight of brethren dwelling 
together in unity. 


A beautiful illustration of unity and 
where it is to come 1s found in verse 
2, “It is like the precious ointment up- 
on the head, that ran down upon the 
beard, even Aaron’s beard; that went 
down to the skirts of his garments.” 
Jesus is the head of the Church and 
He is where our unity is to proceed 
from. Paul declares that Christ is 
not divided. Then unity comes from 
the head and down on the body. The 
Church is the body of Christ accord- 
ing to several passages of Scripture, 
David says that unity is like this 
ointment which was used for anoint- 
ing purposes. 

That which was commonly used in 
thosé days for anointing was oil 
There is nothing more valuable te 
keep friction out of machinery than 
oil; In fact, the human body has an 
oil gland at every joint to keep it 
well lubricated. When you see a man 
with a stiff limb it means that — the 
oil gland at that joint has been burst 
or some disease has caused it to dry 
up. I am sure that we need lubrica: 
tion in our ranks today to keep down 
friction, and it has been promised in 
His body. Unity is the only lubricant 
for God’s people, and we must have 
it, or there will be friction. 


Verse 3 of the same chapter states 
that unity is like the dew of Hermoa 
and the dew that descended upon the 
mountains of Zion. Now we have: the 
temple, the body, and the mountains 
of Zion, which are all typical of the 
Chureh of God. Surely this is the 
place that unity is to come. 

I remember when I was only a lad 
that a large circus came to the city 
in which we lived. It was advertized 
that on a certain day, and a certain 
hour of the day, it would parade down 
Franklin St., to Laffayette St., and 
back on Florida Ave. I wanted to see 
the parade so I went early and got a 
place by a telephone pole so that I 
would not be crowed out. For awhile 
the crowds thronged the place, but 
after while some one cried out that 
we were in the wrong place and 
many of the people left. I knew I 
was in the appointed place so I held 
to my post. It was just a short time 
before the parade began to come 
down the street. I heard the bands, 
and the steam organ, and saw the 
beautiful sights, all because I stayed 
at’ the appointed place. 

It is God’s appointment that unity 
shall come in the Church of God. 
Some have become impatient because 
we have not all agreed on doctrine, 
and have left the Church, but I will 
hold to her pillars and~ endeavor to 
keep the unity of the Spirit, till we 
all come to the unity ofthe faith. Ae- 
cording to the Psalmist it is in the 
Church that the Loré has command- 
ed blessings, even life forevermore. If 
you would be in the place where 
unity is to come, get in, and stay in 
the Church of God.
